FRIEL ALLEN 1S 
NOW (WN CUSTODY 


Voluntarily Leaves Mountain 
Haunt and Surrenders 


Declares That His Uncle and 
Cousin, Only Two Members 
of Gang at Large, Will Never 
Give Up—He Tells of Ex- 
periences S:nce Shooting. 


Hillsville, Va., March 29.—Friel Allen, 
a stripling of 1+, youngest 
of the eight of the Allen gang, each 
indicted for the five murders in the 
Carroll county courthouse a fortnight 
azo, was taken late téday in a carriage 
shed at the home of hi$ father, Jack 
Allen, 8 miles from here. He cheer- 
fully submitted to arrest, and tonight 
he occupies a cell in the Hillsville jail 
with his cousin, Claude Swanson Allen, 
who surrendered without resistance to 
the detectives yesterday. 

Only Sidna Allen, a man of 
age, and his young nephew, 
Edwards, both bold mountaineers of 
reckless daring, are fugitives tonight. 
They are the last of the outlaw band 
whose fusillade killed a judge, sheriff, 
prosecutor, juror and bystander on 
March 14, 

Friel Allen two days ago deserted 
the two men still at large and brought 
back tonight their ultimatum of de- 
fiance. Both are prepared to resist 
until death. 

Will Ask for Mercy. 

A father’s anxiety to have his young- 
est son spared a terrible death in the 
mountains is assumed to be the cause 
of Friel Allen’s capture. Jack Allen 
was not involved in the courthouse

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‘| ADAMSON ‘BILL 
IS COMMENDED 


Measure for Physical Valuation 
of Railroads Is Report- 
ed to House.

Washington, March 29.-—-(Special.)— 
Representative W,. C. Adamson’s bill 
for the physical valuation of railroads, 
one of the most sweeping measures 
aimed at the money evil, and the most 
comprehensive scheme to secure accu- 
rate data for rate-making yet pro- 
posed, was today reported to the house 
with a favorable recommendation. 

The bill was introduced by Judge 
Adamson last July. It has the strong 
approval of the interstate commerce 
commission. 

Commissioner Clements, in his recent 
testimony before the committee, 
the information called for was desira- 
ble and necessary to the work of the 
commission. Meeting the objection 
that the work of gathering the data 
would take three years and 
3,000,009, Representative 
proposes that the 
take more time and with 
force secure the facts. By handling 
one trunk railroad at a time the work 
can be handled more economically. 
Information as to the stocks and bonds 
provisions of corporations subject to 
the jurisdiction of the interstate com- 
merce commission can be gathered 
within one year. 

The investigation is directed to be 
begun within sixty days after the ap- 
proval of the act, and to be prosecuted 
with diligence and thoroughness. 
Though no application is earried in 
the bill, the money to enable the com- 
mission to prosecute the work wii] be 
provided 
cepts the Adamson bill.

Anthracite Men Called Out. 
Bituminous Workers Set- 
tle With Operators. 


March 29.—The 
step toward a stoppage in coal pro- 
duction in the United States as a re- 
sult of the miners’ wage disputes was 
taken today when the union ordered 
170,000 miners in the anthracite re- 
gions of Pennsylvania to quit work 
Sunday at midnight. 

The suspension was ordered beca 
the operators refused to grant 
union's demand for increased pay.

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With his usual clear-headedness, the house leader has brushed 
aside every subsidiary consideration and placed his finger upon 
the pivotal point in the impending contest.

But, 
in the final analysis, it 1s upon their attitude toward the tariff 
that both parties must go to the country. Voters will here and 
there be interested in the initiative and referendum, the recall of 
judges and, perhaps, the extreme Roosevelt doctrine of the recall 
of judicial decisions.

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AN AMERICAN’S HAND IN NEW CHINA. 


It is common knowledge that American money, contributed in 
driblets by Chinese in this country, helped largely to finance the 
-evolutionary movement which overthrew the Manchu dynasty. 
But it is not generally known that American military genius con- 
tributed, to a controlling extent, to the successful strategy by which 
the armies of the republic brought the supporters of the empire to 
terms. A recent issue of The Cleveland Plain Dealer gives credit 
to General Homer Lea, a Californian, for the plans which guided 
the revolutionaries almost from the first. 

Homer Lea, diminutive, far from robust and seemingly a stu- 
dent rather than a warrior, has yet cherished all his life the military 
instinct and that peculiar genius that goes with the born fighting 
man. The requirements of army life in this country barred_}bim 
from service, and even had this not been the case, opportunities 
for the display of great military talents have been lacking, now, for 
many years. 

Lea, it is told, sailed for China. From that point, his life reads 
like a romance. He studied the Chinese, made himself their friend, 
a part of their institutions, and his genius was placed at the dis- 
posal of the government when it set about organizing an army. It 
was China that made Lea a general. Describing the most recent 
chapter in the life of this remarkable man, The Plain Dealer says: 


When the revolution broke out General Lea, by that time a Chinese in 
sympathy and patriotism, cast his lot with the regenerators. The dispatches 
from the field of battle did not mention Lea. But it was kthown that he was 
planning,.scheming, directing; that his genius was back of the game that was 
being played against an empire.

than in those counties partially shut off from the world by the 
mountains. We have especially urged that the counties in Blue 
Ridge Georgia co-operate in the building of a boulevard connect- 
ing their respective boundaries and, touching the railroad on either 
side, break the semt-isolation that has operated against their de- 
velopment. ‘ 

It is no less desirable to extend the movement beyond. state 
lines, for the conditions that penalize Blue Ridge Georgia operate 
also against the building up of the mountainous sections of the 
other commonwealths traversed by this range. Along the spine 
of the Appalachians from Virginia to Georgia is a region that 
rivals Switzerland or far western America in grandeur of scenery 
and in those other features that attract the increasing summer re- 


| sort patronage. An interstate highway, such as was projected at 


Spartanburg, would open up this entire territory to these uses, at 
a gain to the population going into the many millions. 

That is only one phase of the proposition. The southern Blue 
Ridge is infinitely rich in virgin timber, mineral and agricultural 
resources that are now virtually unavailable for the reason that 
they have no access to market. Supply that deficiency, and capital 
would pour in, and development in each aspect take on a revolu- 
tionizing activity. 

Nor should it be forgotten as an additional argument that the 
topogtaphy of many portions of this country is such that a railroad 
can never penetrate it. The highway is the one solution.

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NEGROES HANGED 
BY AN ANGRY MOB 


Outrageous Attack Upon a 
White Man Leads to Sum- 
mary Exccution. 


Blacksburg, S. C., March 29.—Joe 
Brinson and Frank Whisonant, color- 
ed, both about thirty years old, were 


‘lynched here early this morning by a 


small mob who broke down the town 
jail after all policemen on duty had 
retired for .the night. The negroes 
were carried to a blacksmith shop and 
hanged from the rafters. The mob 
then dispersed, elaving the deac bed- 

ies to be found early today. 

The negroes it was alleged had taken 
a respectable white man of the town 
to a deserted spot in a cemetery and 
given him a pint of whisky, which they 
forced him to drink. After getting this 
white man intoxicated it is alleged 
they forced him to an unmentionabie 
action. The white man was left alone 
in the cemetery, and getting over the 
effects of the whisky told his fellow 
townsmen of what had happened. The 
negroes were captured and placed in 
the city jail on a charge of violating 
the city ordinance and were not turned 
over to the county authorities. 

There was little trouble in breaking 
into the jail and the work was hur- 
riedly accomplished. The solicitor and 
sheriff are this morning investigating 
the case. Citizens of Blacksburg hold 
that the hegroes must have committed 
suicide.

A mi- 
nority report, opposing the contention 
that the commerce court is useless and 
expensive, probably will be submitted 
in a few days. This, it is said, will be 
Signed by all the republican members 
of the committee and by one demo- 
cratic, Representative Broussard, of 
Louisiana. 

The measure practically 
store matters to the status existing 
before the passage of the commerce 
court act in June, 1910. It would send 
the judges now presiding in the com- 
merce court to their respective, judi- 
cial circuits and have appeals from 
interstate commerce commission's de- 
cided by the district courts, The law 
would be changed, however, 80 as to 
authorize the courts to grant tempo- 
rary injunctions restraining the oper- 
ation of the commission's orders only 
“in case ‘where the court entertains 
great doubt concerning the validity of 
the order, and is of the opinion that 
irreparable injury would ensue if sus- 
pension is not granted.” 

Another change would vest in the 
interstate commerce commission ex- 
clusive authority over all litigation te 
which it is a party, relieving the de- 
partment of justice of responsibility.
